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1, On 25 September 1950 it was announced that the SS EMPIRE DIRK, Trinity 
Company* agents, would depart for Dairen on 28 September. The cargo 
included 355 coils of steel wire rope, valued at HK $400,000, and 4 cases 
of medical supplies, valued at HK $100,000. This shipment, from the 
Lietropolitan Commercial Company, llong Kong**, originated in Canton and 
was destined for transshipment at Dairen for North Korea. 


2. On 25 September 1950 the Nan Hsin Company*, a Chinese Communist purchasing 
agenoy in Hong Kong, bought (aa tons of sorap iron. Of this, 450 tons were 
purchased from the Chieh ito ( ye se ) Iron and Steel Company, LIN Tzu-feng
